SPANISH WARSHIP SUNK BY AN 


AMERICAN CRUISER. 


DISABLED AT CARDENAS TODAY. 


'New York, May 12.—Special—An unofficial special says 


nine American warships have been bombarding San Juan 
since dawn. 


; The defenses of San Juan will not be able to withstand a 


protracted bombardment. They are chiefly old fashioned 
redoubts and earthworks of imperfect construction, which can 
be easily demolished by the shells of the American fleet. 
The garrisons are small and but poorly equipped. 
It is be? 


Heved that the surrender of the town is a question of only a 
few hours. The port, however, is one of great strategic im- 
portance in this conflict, and the tact that Spain has left it 
comparatively unprotected is looked upon as another evidence 
of the inherent weakness of that nation. 


Spanish War Vessel Sunk. 


•.• London, May 12.—Special—A dispatch from Hong Kong 
says the schooner Amiret brings a report of an engagement 
between the American gunboat Concord and a Spanish war 
vessel, in which the latter was sunk after a fight of two 
hours. The battle took place off Iloilo. 
The Concord was 


apparently unhurt, and none of her sailors were killed. 
It is 


said that Dewey will probably take Iloilo andCebu, the only 
two ports in the Philippines beside Manila that amount to 
anything. 


Attempted Landing Frustrated. 
Havana, May 12.—Special—Four American vessels opened 


•a,.heavy fire on Cienfuegos yesterday morning and under pro- 
tection of the guns steam launches attempted to land men and 
arms. The Spanish troops repelled the invadors, who took 
a fresh position and reopened fire. They made another at- 
tempt to land, but were again driven off. Fourteen Span- 
iards were wounded. 
Spanish reports say the American loss 


was heavy. 
The fighting lasted eight hours. 


Germany will not Interfere. 


Berlin, May 12 —Special—An official agency has issued 


the following statement of Germany's -view of the conquest 
and occupation of the Philippine islands by the United States: 


"Germany does not entertain, nor is it likely that she will 


ever entertain, the idea of protesting against the American 
occupation of the Philippines. Neither has she. joined nor 
will she join any combination of the powers with this object 
in view."
